It supplements

kins University lecturer in Decem­ 
ber, 1952. 
Key Count Was Dismissed 
Of the seven counts in the fir*t 
indictment, 
two have been 
dis­ 
missed by the courts- Those dis­ 
missed include a so-called “ key I 
count” which charged that Latti­ 
more 
lied when 
he said he was 
never a promoter or sympathizer 
with Communists. 
Justice 
Department 
officials 
have said that if the new indict­ 
ment is sustained, it will he con­ 
solidated with the five remaining 
counts of the old indictment 
in 
bringing Lattimore to trial. 
Today’s indictment embodies the 
idea behind the dismissed 
“ key 
count” of the 1952 indictment, 
in 
that 
it charges 
Lattimore 
with 
following the party line and pro­

But it does not mention, as

If convicted on both counts 
in 
the 
new 
indictment, 
Lattimore 
would be subject to a maximum 
penalty of five years in prison and 
$2,000 fine on each count. 
To 
buttress 
the grand 
jury’s 
allegation in the first count that 
Lattimore followed the Communist 
Party 
line, 
the indictment cited 
132 statements from his writing 
about 25 separate topics dealing 
with communism, the Soviet Union, 
and U. S.-Soviet relations. 
Cite Books and Articles 
These writings include several of 
Lattimore’s books, his press dis­ 
patches, and his magazine arden t. 
Lattimore has been a long-time 
target of Sen. Joseph R. McCarthy 
(R-Wis.). 
His original indictment 
grew 
out of his testimony before 
the Senate Internal Security sub­ 
committee when it was headed by 
the late Sen. Pat 
McCarran (D- 
Nev.).

Department today show 
that from March 21 through July 
JO, the Army gave 59 "undesirable’’ 
discharges to military personnel be 
I cause of suspected Communist ac 
tiviiies or associations.
